Oakland Seal president 
Frank Selke is now Oak- 
land Seal general manager 
Frank Selke. He couldn’t 
be happier. For once he’s 
out from behind the big 
mahogany desk of the club’s 
top administrative office and 
on the firing line, trying his 
best to rebuild the tattered 
National Hockey League tailenders into a prideful, pur- 
poseful, successful organization. 


Already he has shown the type of gambling in the NHL > 


flesh markets which builds championship clubs, and which 
earned his father a slot in the Hockey Hall of Fame. 

He swapped popular Seal defensive star Bob Baun to 
the Detroit Red Wings along with toughie Ron Harris for 
the speed and scoring potential of forwards Doug Roberts 
and Gary Jarrett, with defenseman Howie Young and 
amateur goalie Chris Worthy thrown in for good measure. 

Then he traded Wally Boyer and Alain Caron to Mon- 
treal in return for four players, two urs and two 
good young pros, Norm Ferguson, a righting, and Stan 
Fuller, a defenseman, both from the Cleve Barons. 

He made another deal with Montreal to by _“Super- 
pest” Bryan Watson and then he plucked off €6- ated 
Canadien defensive prospect Carol Vadnais in the oping 
round of the NHL equalization draft. He followed 


up with another deal with the Canadiens for left wing ®, 


Ronson, a 45-goal scorer last year with San Diego. 

In other words, Selke has been wasting little time Bee of 
to patch the club’s weaknesses and instill the fire and 
enthusiasm necessary to improve a first-year record which 


Fred Glover isn’t exactly 
what you’d call an extro- 
vert, but he has a certain 
warmth of personality, made 
so by depth, understanding, 
compassion, and the not-so- 
outdated philosophy that 
you get out of life what you 
put into it. 

Serious, but possessed of 
both good humor and wit, 
Glover is undertaking his 
first coaching job in the National League. The Seals 
couldn’t be happier. 

As a playing coach with the Cleveland Barons, his 
career is unequalled in the American Hockey League. 
In 15 years he has become the circuit’s all time leader in 
goals scored, assists, total points, and penalties. His play 
was both effective AND tough. He won the AHL’s MVP 
award three times and the scoring title twice. He was an 
AHL all-star seven times. 

Born in Toronto, Jan. 5, 1928, Glover got his start in vie 
hockey in 1947. He eventually saw regular season action 
with both the Wings and the Chicago Black Hawks. He 
joined the Barons in 1953. 

An aggressive coach, Glover likes his team to challenge 
the opposition in its own end of the rink. He likes his

included a poverty-stricken 15 victories in 74 games. 

Now that’s what he’s done in just two months. Wait a 
while, he’s got some other ideas, too. 

“My job this year is quite different and certainly more 
challenging. Last season my role was one of a supervisory 
nature,” explains the solidly-built Toronto native. 

“T made recommendations to the Board of Directors on 
certain policies and then acted on their decisions. It cov- 
ered the complete operation of the franchise — except 
hockey. Now my job is concerned only with the team and 
my responsibility is to provide Oakland with the best pos- 
sible team we can field. 

“This year I have the strongest possible backing of our 
new owners—John O’Neil, Potter Palmer, and George 
Gillett—and a great man to work with in our coach, Fred 
Glover. I couldn’t ask for any more help or cooperation 
than I’m getting right now. It’s great. And I feel that with 
any kind of a break . . . if a couple of our guys can come 
through .. . then we are going to have a real contender.” 

But Selke, who came to the Seals from the ranks of the 
highly successful Montreal Canadiens, is also looking to 
the future.

He was vice president for sales and 
promotion at the Montreal Forum before coming to 
Oakland.

Simplified Hockey Rules 


OFFSIDE

Puck must precede all offensive players into attack- 
ing zone. Player offside only when he has BOTH 
skates over offensive blue line prior to puck. Face 
off in neutral zone outside of defensive team’s blue 
line.

When Maurice “Rocket” Richard 
scored 50 goals in the 1944-45 season, 
in hockey, it was like breaking the 
“Impossible” four minute mile.

Hauled off on a stretcher, Dilly was given some 15 
separate wounds in the top of his head and later fitted with a nec 
some pain which had extended down into his shoulders and arms. 


That incident occurred on March 9 and it was an unpleasant int &Gption 
to a very fine year for the ex-Pittsburgh Penguin. 


Dilly, a 28-year-old native of Belleville, Ont., came to the Seals earlier 3% 
year in a one-for-one trade which sent center Billy Harris to Pittsburgh. 


Although he hadn’t had much of an opportunity to play in Pittsburgh, he 
brought his game around in a hurry and developed as a valuable asset in the Seal 
battle plan. 


Dilly’s one big asset is speed and more than once this season it has helped 
him pull off a fairly spectacular play. In addition to taking a regular turn at left 
wing while working with center Joe Szura and rookie right wing Norm Ferguson, 
he also was the Seals’ No. 1 penalty killer. 


He had been working with Bryan Watson, but when Watson was traded, 
Earl Ingarfield took over, and those two were teamed with Gerry Odrowski. 


Dilly has but six goals and nine assists, yet three of those goals were game- 
winners. Not a bad percentage. 


Bob broke into pro hockey with the Detroit organization back in the 1961-62 
season. He was switched around the Wings farm system, however, playing at 
Edmonton, Pittsburgh, Hershey, before being traded in 1965 to Boston. He 
played the next two seasons for the Bruins and in that time scored 13 goals and 
a total of 38 points. The next season, he was obtained by the new Pittsburgh 
NHL franchise in the expansion draft. 


Interestingly, by Bob’s own assessment, this has been his best season ever 
in the NHL. “T’ve had better scoring years, but I don’t think I’ve had a year 
where I’ve made such a good team contribution. I’m skating harder and moving 
the puck better than I ever have. But I think the good balance of ability on 
this team has helped me to be a better player.”

New York and Boston be- 
came mainstays while the Pittsburgh club transferred five 
years later to Philadelphia. Philadelphia hung on for one 
season then it too left. It was to be 27 years before Penn- 
sylvania would put its largest cities back into major league 
hockey. 


Inclusion of three more American entries in 1926 
brought the league to ten teams which were divided into 
two divisions, Canadian and American. The Chicago 
Black Hawks, New York Rangers and Detroit Cougers 
made their debuts. The league now had two New York 
franchises with the original, the Americans, in the Cana- 
dian division. 1926 was also the year that hockey’s most 
coveted prize, the Stanley Cup, became a permanent pos- 
session of the league. 


With Philadelphia’s departure in the early Thirties the 
NHL was down to nine clubs. Then Ottawa sent its fran- 
chise packing to St. Louis in 1934. The Eagles, forerunners 
of the present Blues, lasted one year. By the late Thirties 
it was an eight team loop. 


Shortly before World War II the league melted to six 
teams. The Montreal Maroons, who had hung on for 14 
years, called it quits. The Brooklyn Americans, formerly 
New York, followed on their heels. The six team league 
stood (unchanged) for 25 years. 


When the war ended the players came home to find that 
they had gained a 60 game schedule. In the post-war 
period they also achieved the first player bonuses and 
playoff guarantees. Then, in 1947, another milestone: the 
first All-Star game. The puck had just started sliding 
toward the players’ end of the rink. 1948 brought the NHL 
Pension Society and the annual presentation of the Art 
Ross Trophy to the league scoring champion. 


The turn into the Fifties marked the introduction of 
the 70 game schedule. It also bode well for the defensive 
half of the game. In 1953, with the Art Ross Trophy 
already five years old, the James Norris (Memorial) 


O. Trophy was established to honor the league’s premier 


fenseman. One year later the intra-league draft was 
1Mddified to provide a more effective means of assuring the 
avaWdbjlity of quality players. 


r of the Fifties was increasing prosperity, and 
ae NE yers were in full swing with the times. In 
1957, with t t ten years of their pension plan com- 
pleted, the playéf8,pushed for a revision. The revised plan 
assured the participants of tremendously increased bene- 
fits. The players’ playoff awards were also substantially 
increased. And the players finally achieved representation 
in their own behalf as an Owner-Player council became 
a reality. 


With the coming of the “New Frontier,” the league once 
again followed suit and decided that it was high time to 
honor its heroes. The top NHL executives completed ar- 
rangements with the Canadian National Exhibition and 
the city of Toronto for construction of a Hockey Hall of 
Fame in Exhibition Park on the shores of Lake Ontario. 
The Hall officially opened in August of 1961. 


And then. Two million dollars was the price tag; expan- 
sion was the design. Years of hesitation and trepidation 
culminated in reality. June 6th and 7th were the dates 
set. Six new teams would draft 120 new faces. When all 
the preliminaries were completed, the decision: two divi- 
sions playing a 74 game schedule. This season two more 
games have been added with the new teams meeting the 
old teams six times, and each other eight times. Expansion 
has succeeded, and parity is just around the corner.
